A public prosecutor in Baltimore has a 
w eighty question to decide. 
It is w hether to ap­ 
peal the decision of the chief judge of the B alti­ 
more suprem e court holding invalid a M ary­ 
land law of 1715 under which the state had 
sought to punish a 20-year-old w hite woman who 
bore a child to a Negro. 
This is one of a group 
of laws forbidding interm arriage or interb reed ­ 
ing of the races; they exist on the statute books 
of 25 states. 
T he B altim ore judge held the Maryland law 
to be in conflict with the equal protection clause 
of the U. S. Constitution s 14th am endm ent, 
lie 
said it applied unequally to the conduct it pro­ 
hibited. "in that it penalizes one class of guilty 
persons on the grounds of race.” 
D uring the last q u a rte r century, anti-m is­ 
cegenation laws have been repealed in seven 
states. 
T he latest rep ealer was signed by th e 
governor of North Dakota this year. 
Among 
other things prohibited in North Dakota was 
m arriage by a m em ber of the white race to a 
m em ber of the ‘ Korean ra c e " 
Provisions of 
the constitutions of six states deny power to th e 
legislatures ever to legalize m arriage between a 
white person and a Negro or a person of N egro 
descent. 
The U. S Suprem e Court has never passed 
upon the constitutionality of the state statutes. 
There is w ide belief that if the Baltim ore case 
or any sim ilar case reaches the high tribunal in 
the near future, all of the existing anti-misce* 
genation laws will be overthrow n, just as th e 
school segregation law: of the states w ere over­ 
thrown th ree years ago. 
Such action could not 
fail to bring violent reaction in the South, for 
the southern position on segregation stems al­ 
most en tirely from fears of race am algam ation.

Press Agents

nalistic ingenuity to turn out that type of m agazine. 
At any rate, her concepts of puhlir relations paid 
off when as Am erican A m bassador to Rome, she 
set out give the Com m unists a defeat. 


Now President Eisenhower is sending Henry J. 
Taylor, another reporter for newspapers, radio and 
the magazines, to Switzerland as Ambassador. Henry 
Taylor possesses special gifts because he can read a 
balance sheet which few career diplomats can do. and 
he understands the movements of money and goods. He 
is an economist as well as a reporter and the advant­ 
age of sending him to the world’s center for lending 
money offers the hope. at any rate, that someone in 
Washington is ambitious to know something about 
money. Up to now our government has only specializ­ 
ed in spending it. There are, of course, other purposes 
for money. 
The relations between the United States and Switz­ 
erland have generally been good. 
Swittzerland has 
three principal exports to this country: watches, cho­ 
colate and money. 
Whatever questions arise over 
watches and chocolate can be easily settled by nego­ 
tiators with good will. 
But the Swiss money problem is likely to be a very 
serious one during the next few years. 
The Swiss 
accept anonymity as a normal process of banking. 
A 
depositor may put his money in a Swiss bank with the 
assurance that no one, not even the Swiss government, 
will be told of the account. 
This anonymous device, 
often identified only by a number, originated in the 
time of Napoleonic Wars when those who possessed 
money needed to hide it and found a haven rn Switzer­ 
land. 
Some Swiss banks will undertake the m anage­ 
ment of such funds. 
With so much raiding going on in American indus­ 
try and so many phony stocks coming on the Amer­ 
ican m arket to swindle the American people, two com ­ 
mittees of Hie Senate are looking into the problem and 
the SEC is defending itself and its law. Some explana­ 
tion is required to know why the SEC did not use the 
powers it possesses to protect American interests. The 
testimony of SEC officials before the Lausche and 
Eastland committees is contradictory and on the 
whole, does not represent a profound study of the sub­ 
ject. The SEC needs not so much lawyers to head it 
but men fam iliar with money and its pecularities in 
the m arket. 
But that is another subject. 


W hereas to Sw itzerland, the anonym ous owner­ 
ship of m oney is im portant as a business activity, 
to the U nited Slates, the disclosure of the owner­ 
ship of A m erican industries is equally im portant. 
When a raid is m ade on a w ell-established indus­ 
try by anonym ous owners of stock who m ay be 
legitim ate or not, who m ay be A m ericans enjoying 
a tax-haven or enem ies of this country, it is im port­ 
ant for the ownership of the shares of the industry 
to be d isclosed and known. 
Secrecy is intolerable 
in our econom y. 


It is not to the interest of the United States that 
Switzerland and our country should develop a quar­ 
rel over this question and as these investigations pro­ 
ceed. it will be valuable for the United States to have 
as its ambassador a man who understands the ec­ 
onomics of both countries and the forces that moti­ 
vate men. 
Henry J. Taylor is such a man. 
He has 
been in banking, an industrialist and a journalist. Now 
he enters the field of diplomacy where his particular 
talents will be tested under conditions more difficult 
than he now envisages.

So now the 
American State Department of­ 
fers the most immediate threat 
to the new government which has 
rescued this little country from 
a strong pro-Soviet trend. 
The State D epartm ent’s threat 
takes the amiable form of ex-

Rich­ 
ards. There is nothing outwardly 
menacing, of course, about the 
former chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, whom 
Secretary of State Dulles named 
as a roving am bassador in the 
middle East to appease angry 
Senators and Representatives. 
Since the methods ct Madison 
Ave. are not well understood in 
the Middle East, a good many 
people in these parts have been 
a bit bewildered by the spect­ 
acle of our new roving am bassa­ 
dor peddling the Eisenhower Doc­ 
trine like a new brand of soap 
flakes. 
The 
Egyptians 
and 
Syrians 
have been enraged, really, be­ 
cause the new doctrine will tend 
to benefit Iraq. But here in Jor­ 
dan. Congressman Richards is a 
special problem.

But that didn t happen in Ar­ 
gentina “ La P re n sa ” w as closed 
by a long series of harassm ents. 
As Gainza Pas, the new spaper s 
owner, declared at the outset. 
the pattern is first suppression 
by flattery, then the veiled threat, 
then 
jailings, then “ the 
main 
event’ 
which is the actual clos­ 
ing. The Perons and their hench­ 
m en started by a rath e r ingen­ 
ious schem e to cut short the sup­ 
ply of new sprint, a new spaper’s 
lite blood, a 
move 
th at 
was: 
fought by “ La Prensa**” editors; 
with enorm ous ingenuity. 
When the paper w as cut to h alf1 
its size. “ La P re n sa ” sim ply c u t1 
the 
advertising

charged the sam e rates for half 
the space. L ater, the dictator in 
vented a labor issue by creaitng 
a vendors' 
union, though 
the 
new spaper had no vendors. Their 
dem ands were im possible — com ­ 
plete elim ination of subscriptions, 
all copies sold by m em bers of the 
union — and. w hen they w ere re ­ 
fused. the plant w as closed and 
legitim ate 
w orkers 
denied 
en­ 
trance by a goon squad. When 
the w orkers tried to force entry 
and were fired on, the fight was 
over. G ain/a Paz slipped out of 
the country to tell his story to 
the free world. Finally, th ere was] 
the happy ending when Peron 
w as overthrow n and “ La Pron 
s a ’’ resum ed telling the truth. 
But the process took y ears and 
you wonder again why the Perons 
went to all the trouble when they 
already owned the governm ent, 
the courts and the police. The 
fact is “ La P ren sa” had a w eap­ 
on. too — fear of the truth by 
the dictator and love of truth by 
the people. 
The pursuit of truth is so in­ 
herent a factor in hum an beings 
that it has resulted in the ex tra­ 
ordinarily complex world we live 
in. Suppression of truth is never 
total even in the m ost ironclad 
dictatorships. People have eyes 
and ears and, when w hat they 
see and hear contradicts what 
they read in the papers, the news 
is passed about in w hispers. 
This tact — the persistence of 
truth in the face of the most 
overwhelm ing odds — w as not 
dwelt upon sufficiently eloguent- 
ly in this TV d ram a.

One thing th at did com e out 
clearly was the trem endous re ­ 
silience 
and 
p erseverance

Gainza Paz and his editors and 
workm en in the face of the most 
exasperating injustices. They be­ 
haved on the whole w ith a pa­ 
tience that w as alm ost too saint­ 
ly. The acting and direction were 
a little wooden, a little too docu­ 
m entary. These “ ac tu a ls” have 
been praised here before because
